Madrid.—-Following up the tempor 
ary trade agreement between Canada 
,and Spain, which was signed a few 
days ago, the negotlations have beep 
finally concluded here, 

The Spanish Government places 
Canada in a position to renew her 
trade relations with Spain on a favor- 
able basis, although Canada has not 
obtained the benefits accorded — the 
British Government by the Anglo- 
Spanish treaty of 1922, to which Can- 
ada did not, or rather could not, ad 
here as her tariff placed her in a dif- 
ferent ‘position from England.
